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Employment Rises Clipper Publisher

During June 


Total employment in Coffee 


County for June was estimated | 


at 8,490, an increase of 330 
over the March figure. Prac- 
tically all of the gain during 
the three-month period was 
due to the seasonal expansion 
in the agricultural work force. 
None-agricultural employment 
declined by 190 during the 
same period, 150 of which was 


shown in the wage and salary | 


group and 40 in the number of 
self-employment, unpaid fam- 
ily and domestic service work- 
ers. The June estimate of to- 
tal employment represented a 
decrease of 70 from the year- 
ago level. 

Manufacturing employment, 
estimated at 2,180, was 70 less 
than in March. Decreases of 
20 weer shown in food process- 
ing; 10 in textile and apparel; 
and 40 in “other” manufactur- 
ing. Over the year, however, 
factory employment registered 
a gain of 60, chiefly as a result 
of increases in the textile and 
apparel industries. 

Non- manufacturing employ- 
ment was 80 less than the es- 
timate for March. Government 
employment went down in June 
due to the closing of schools 
and the resultant layoff of bus 
drivers, custodial workers and 
other non - teaching personnel. 
A decline was also noted in 
construction due to completion 
of contracts. Service establish- 
ments, however, added a few 
workers over the three-month 
period. 

At the middle of June, esti- 
mated unemployment was 450, 
representing an increase of 20 
over the March figure, and a 
decrease of 225 from the esti- 
mate for June 1961. The cur- 
rent estimate of unemploy- 
ment represented 5.0 percent 
of the total civilian labor force, 


the same as in March. In June. 


1961, there were 675 unem- 
ployed persons in the county, 
whrich measured 7.3 percent 
of the labor force.

These men had little or no 
overwater flying experience, 
and they were called upon to 
fly across the North Atlantic 
in wintery weather. Because 
of range limitations of their 
aircraft, it was necessary for 
them to fly via the Azores 
and via the Greenland-Iceland- 
Scotland routes, each calling 
for highly skilled navigation 
and control techniques. And 
they made it without an 
accident. : 

Then, on November 1, three 
Fighter-Intereeptor squadrons 
were ¢alled to duty. The 
“Island-Hopping” technique of 
the Tactical Fighter squadrons 
was beyond the capabilities of 
relatively short-range super- 
sonic F-104’s. 

So they disassembled their 
planes, loaded them into huge 
transports, and within only 
ten days these units were 
operating cut of their over- 
seas bases. 

Never before had a reserve 
component performed such re- 
markable feats and never be- 
fore had such praise been 
forthcoming. Usually sparing 
of compliments General Curtis 
E. LeMay, Air Force Chief of 
Staff, perhaps best expressed 
the general reaction when he 
said: “All obstacles were over- 
come by ingenuity and deter- 
mination in spite of the 
extremely short preparation 


time available. The end result 
of the safe and expcditious 
arrival of the fighters should 
be a source of great pride to 
all who had a part in the 
operation. 

“T wich to offer my congrat- 
ulations for the outstanding 
manner in which this difficult 
and vitally important task was 
successfully accomplished.” 

This spirit of professional- 
sim continued to amaze ob- 
servers as the mobilized nnits 
integrated into the active Air 
Force and settled down to the 
nerve racking and sometimes 
back-breaking labor of keep- 
ing the peace. At Ramstein 
Air Base in Germany the reg- 
ulars grinned wryly at the 
“week-end warriors’ from 
Tennessee and Arizona who 
were flying the F-104 Star- 
tighters. But they soon learned 
to respect them when radar 
observers reported that these 
men were able to get their 
jets into the air and to the 
Tron Curtain border on train- 
ing missions so fast that the 
Communist jets were often 
unable to react. Red planes 
were barely off the ground 
when the F-104’s were already 
on the way back to home 
bases. 

They demonstrated their 
professionalism again last 
May, when the 151st Fighter- 
Interceptor squadron from 
Nashville, Tenn., broke the Air 
Force-wide record for the 
number of flying hours in the 
F-104 during a given month. 
They ilew their -1400-mph 
Starfichters more than 836 
hours, exceeding the old USAF

OUR TRIP WEST 
FOREST LAWN 


The account of our trip this 
week is about Forest Lawn 
Memorial Park and more or 
less of a religious nature. 

We visited the Forest Lawn 
Memorial Park, acclaimed 
the world’s first and most 
beautiful memorial park. For- 
est Lawn Memorial Park stands 
as the fulfillment of a great 
dream. In 1917, Dr. Hubert 
Eaton, then a successful young 
chemist, became manager of a 
small country cemetery at the 
base of a barren hill in Glen- 
dale, California. He found there 
an unsightly stoneyard filled 
with monuments of pessimism 
and depair, typical of ceme- 
teries of that day. Feeling that | 
this concept was wrong, Dr. 
Baton dreamed of a new kind 
of cemetery, a cemetery dedi- 
cated to the living. Today, that 
dream of his is true. At the) 
heart of greater Los Angeles, 
yet aloof from the city, Forest 
Lawn has become a quiet set-| 
ting of inspiration and peace, | 
renowned for its art treasures, 
charming churches, historic 
statues, exquisite gardens, and 
particularly for its religious 
paintings and stained glass win- 
dows. With each passing year 
Forest Lawn is made more 
beautiful and awe inspiring —| 
a memorial park symbolic of | 
the joy inspired by Christ's | 
promise of Eternal Life. 

The cemetery did not impress | 
me at all. To me it was just) 
another cemetery without fam- 
ily markers and only the foot 
markers leveled with the 
ground with vases of flowers 
denoting each grave, appear- 
ing as if the vases of flowers 
were just sitting around on a 
lawn, but the buildings and the 
art collection at Forest Lawn! 
are magnificent. Forest Lawn) 
has gathered together from) 
all over the world many of the | 
treasured works of art. It has 
surrounded them with the col-| 
orful abundance of nature. 
Thus, to many the simplest 
burial site at Forest Lawn be- 
comes the ideal family me-| 
morial, a unified and tranquil 
place for that precious pause, 
the pause for recollection. For- 
est Lawn Memorial Park does 
stand in beauty and majesty of 
its landscapes, buildings and 
art, as the astounding realiza- | 
tion of one man’s dynamic 
dream, that a cemetery should 
memoralize through service to 
the living. Most of Forest 
Lawn’s more than 300 acres 
at the Glendale site are superb- 


ly landscaped with green 
lawns, some 10,000 trees and 
over 100,000 shrubs. Its 28 


buildings include the English 
Gothic Administration Building 
and the: Mortuary adjoining it, 
the Great Mausoleum - Colum- 
barium with eleven

MYSTERY OF LIFE 
GARDEN 


A place that held a strange 
fascination for me was the 
Mystery of Life Garden. “The 
Mystery of Life” is the largest 
sculptured group in Forest 
Lawn and has been acclaimed 
one of the foremost contribu- 
tions of modern sculpture to 
the art of the world. In this 
mighty work the figures are 
grouped about a mystics 
stream flowing from an unseen 
source toward an unseen des- 
tination. It raises the age-old

painting, 195 feet long and 45 
feet high. The genius of Jan 
Styka has given reality of the 
scene of “The Crucifixion” 
which took place on the never- 
to-be forgotten day nearly two 
thousand years ago when Jesus 
of Nazareth stood before the 
cross on Calvary. As the great 
curtain unfolds, you see the 
vast panorama of Jerusalem 
and its 
side spread before you, while 
a moving arrow of light points 
out landmarks of the. Holy City. 
You will see the shining figure 
of Christ the moment before 
the Crucifixion, when the 
Savior stands, unafraid, in the 
midst of a seething crowd, 
triumphant in His knowledge 
of Eternal Life. For all who 
witness this presentation it is 
an unforgettable spiritual ex- 


perience. It was so impressive 
that I must tell you a little of 
the history of “The Cruci- 
fixion.” : 

The drama of “The Crucl- 
fixion” began in 1894 in Po- 
land. Strange, almost super- 
natural, is the story of Jan 


Styka’s great masterpiece “The 
Crucifixion.” In many Ways 
its history parallels the life of 
Him whose final hours before 
the Crucifixion are interpreted 
by the artist. It was born of 
great promise, lived a brief 
life that brought hope and love 
to so many, then died — only 
to be reborn in a new and 
sreater existence for the ages. 
The events that seemingly pre- 
destined long journey to 
Forest Lawn have been writ- 
ten over a period of more than 
half a century by a pen dipped 
in the work, the dreams the 
genius of three men.

He died 
in Rome on April 28, 1925. In 
the minds of a few. the mem- 
ory of the great werk “The 
Crucifixion” lingered and ru- 
mor concerning it sometimes r 
drifted about the great cen- 
ters of art. For more than eigh- 
teen years, Dr. Hubert Eaton, 
the founder of Forest Lawn 
Memorial Park, had heard of 
Jan Styka’s masterpiece, and 
to him it seemed almost prop- 
hetic. He remembered the sto- 
ries he had heard of a great 
painting of the Crucifixion, and 
though he dared not hope it 
was as beautiful as legend in-| 
sisted he felt that its message 
must have been overpowering 
to survive a_ half-century of 
oblivion and he determined to 
see the painting. In 1944 it 
was found in a Chicago ware- 
house exactly as it had been| 
left years before. Miraculously 
little damage had been done 
through the neglect it had suf- 
fered. Dr. Eaton brought the 
canvas to Los Angeles that} 
same year so that the Council 
of Regents of Forest Lawn) 
might examine it not only to 
determine its physical condi- 
tion but to assure themselves 
that its spiritual message was 
worthy of perpetuation. When) 
it was partially unrolled at that 
meeting it was an awed group 
of men who gazed in wonder 
upon the dynamic painting be- 
fore them. The emotion that 
ancient drama awakened in the
